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WORKING M.W.O.P.

Around 1959 or 1960 there was an article in QST entitled 
“Working WOP”’ (Without Owners Permission). As I remember it, 
_it concerned a ham who had his radio installed in a house where 
ham radio was prohibited and the subterfuge associated with the 
installation and operation of said radio. 

I was already doing him one better, but had I tried to publish it 
then I would have been out of the radio business in both the Ford 
and in the shack! 

Well, the Ford’s gone. So are Mom and Dad. I suppose the story 
can finally be told at last. 

One of the things I remember about Daddy was him talking 
about some day having a ‘‘new”’ car. We had a car — a 15-year-old 
Plymouth. But he always wanted, just once in his lifetime, to go to 
the dealer and drive out with a factory-fresh new car and to ‘‘smell 
the paint burn off the manifold.”’ In 1958 it happened. A brand new 
Ford Custom. Mom and Dad were proud of that car! I, however, 
could envision antennas sprouting from the ample rear deck. 

Obviously, Ford Motor Company had ham radio in mind when 
they designed the vehicle. But the mere mention of installing a rig 
in the car was completely out of the question. 

The solution was obvious, I would just install a radio without 
their knowledge! Months of planning, and installation went into the 
operation. With the assistance of my neighbor, Lou Goldstein, 
K4LAN the plan and the rig took shape. 

The receiver was easy. A crystal converter, installed way up 
under the dash feeding into the car radio. (Remember these were 
A.M. days.) The transmitter was not as easy. A Globe Scout — 
never intended for mobile use — was temporarily put into the back 
seat with a dynamotor in the trunk with all connecting cables 
hidden under the seat and pulled out for clandestine use. The an- 
tenna was military surplus in sections about 12’’ long and on a 
homemade aluminum base with wing nuts which could be secured 
to the bumper at a moment’s notice. An extra battery tapped at 
center for the six-volt filaments and dynamotor power was put into 
the trunk for each use.

A Special To Florida Skip 
With Our Sincere Thanks!

A vacation to Russia. Why? Why not? It would be interesting 
and very different. We selected a tour that would take us to 
Moscow, Kiev, Yalta and Leningrad for two weeks beginning July 
9th. We reserved Moscow and Leningrad for visits with refuseniks 
leaving Kiev and Yalta for eyeball QSO’s. I didn’t want to cause 
any problems for the hams by seeing them and refuseniks in the 
same city.

He called us 
in Leningrad to apologize that there were no plane tickets 
available.

We were thoroughly searched upon our arrival. Everything 
came out of our suitcases. They squeezed each cigarette pack, read 
every piece of paper and tapped on the bags to test for secret 
compartments. It was a random thing and we were the “lucky” 
ones. After reading the post card from UA6LA, they decided to let 
us goon, 

Nick and Igor met us in front of our hotel and we went back to 
Igor’s flat to socialize.

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AL SUHR, WB4AID

It is with great sadness that I must report the death of Alfred R. 
Suhr, WB4AID on June 22, 1988. 

Al died aboard the yacht ‘‘Amigo”’ while on a tour with me and — 
Pine Jog Expeditions to Ecuador and the Galapagos. We had been 
in the Galapagos for two days when he suddenly died of a heart 
attack. Many of you attended the memorial service for him last 
week. As a friend and photographer he will sorely be missed. 

Members of the expedition established a memorial in Al’s name 
at the Charles Darwin Research Station in the Galapagos. The 
money will be used to preserve and protect the animals and the 
islands which Al had grown to love. If you are interested in con- 
tributing, the address is as follows: Mr. Humberto Ochoa, 
Superintendent, Galapagos National Park Service, Isla Santa Cruz, 
Galapagos, Ecuador. 

On Wednesday, June 22, 1988, Pine Jog’s Expedition to Ecuador 
and the Galapagos Islands was aboard ‘‘Amigo I’”’ yacht. We were 
anchored in Darwin Bay, Isla Genovesa (Tower Island). 

We had been ashore in the morning photographing birds and 
geological formations. Around 11:30 a.m. the group returned to the 
boat for lunch. 

After lunch, around 12:45 p.m., the group broke up and everyone 
returned to their cabin or the deck to prepare for the next excursion 
to shore. I shared a cabin with Alfred Suhr (cabin number one). 

I entered the cabin about one minute before Al, and I was busy 
preparing my cameras for our next trip. I heard Al enter the room 
and heard him fall down. I thought he had tripped. 

I shouted, ‘‘Al, are you okay?”’ I got no response. Next, I gently 
shook him — and again got no response. I immediately called out 
for Nila Wilbur — whom I knew was a medical doctor. She and 
Ronald Freindries came running to our cabin. The three of us 
immediately started doing CPR on Al — but we didn’t get any 
response from him. We were joined by another of our group, Esther 
Orr, and she helped us do CPR for about 90 minutes. ; 

The crew of the ‘“‘Amigo”’ started sailing for Port Ayora, on 
Santa Cruz as soon as we started the CPR. We got in contact with an 
Ecuadorian doctor in Santa Cruz — and after 90 minutes of CPR 
with no response, he gave us permission to stop. 

(Editor’s Note: Al was also very active in traffic nets. He was 
net manager for the Florida Mid-day Traffic Net for years. He also 
was a very faithful Florida Skip traffic correspondent and we all 
miss Al Suhr! )

SUNKEN SHIPS AND RAISED ANTENNAS 
By Nancy Vander Velde, AA6EA 

To most people, if the name “‘Truk”’ means anything, it means 
the place where a fleet of Japanese war ships was laid to rest 
during World War II. To scuba divers in particular, the terms 
“Truk Lagoon’’ ‘‘wreck diving’’ are practically synonymous, and 
each year hundreds come to explore these submerged relics first- 
hand. 

But sunken ships are only a small aspect of what the Truk 
Lagoon is all about. Geologically, the lagoon is a delightful treat as 
it is one of the few places on earth where a sinking volcano system 
and its resultant coral atoll can be seen together, creating one of 
the largest barrier reefs in existence. Then there are the almost 200 
atolls and reef islands outside the lagoon itself. Here a Miconesian 
lifestyle quite unaffected by Western influence prevails. Men still 
know the ancient navigational skills and are attired in the native 
loincloth or ‘“‘thu.”’ 

To try to see all of these aspects of Truk would be a monumental 
task for any one person. The main way most of the islands are kept 
in contact with the District Center of Moen Island is by boats and 
copra ships. Yet this District Center is also were Continental 
Airlines flies its 727s and foreign visitors stay. So an American 
tourist can easily find himself riding in the back of a pick-up-style 
taxi along with a loinclothed Western Islander. 

Moen is also the center of electronic communication for Truk. 
Not far from the international airport stands the state radio station, 
WSCZ (1593 KHz), short-wave antennas, and the Satellite Com- 
munication Center. But as is often the case for Truk, these modern 
set-ups are not nearly as impressive as the old Japanese ones. On a 
hill far from the downtown section of Moen, stands what is now 
Xavier’s High School. The main school structure is the former 
Japanese communication building — an impressive sight in itself! 
Thick, fortified concrete walls with steel window shutters — there 
is good reason the building withstood the American bombings and 
various subsequent typhoons. Even the most dedicated amateur 


radio operator has never dreamed of a ‘‘shack”’ like that. 

The Trukese on Moen are not in the stoneage as far as electronic 
interests. Direct television viewing has succumb to a profusion of 
video cassettes, and video rental stores can be seen all over. 
However, what is also seen all over and appears to be growing in 
popularity are vertical HF antennas. Yes, to hams from other parts 
of the world, ‘“‘C.B. radio’ may be a foul word, but in Truk, it has 
the potential to be a useful tool. With phones not being available to 
even all who desire them on Moen itself, much less on the outer 
islands, the practicality of a citizen’s band set-up is quite apparent. 
A person may live where there isn’t even a car, but with an inex-

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POLISHING BRASS 
(continued)

The crew totaled 38 with 12 nationalities being represented. The 
Captain was cuban, the Third Mate Swedish and the bo’sun was 
said to have been Captain of an Austrian cruiser during World War 

There were young men aboard my age (21) who for the wage of 
$1 could work their way from Pennsylvania to Texas. 

The morning broke clear and it was cold-storage eggs and 
Philadelphia scrapple. 

I cleaned the radio room, polished the copper tubing lead-in and 
was working on removing dirt from the antenna switch when I 
touched the key. There was a loud thump overhead and a burst of 
the reutonic language. Down the ladder came an enormous deck- 
hand waving a bucket and pointing overhead. In my still school boy 
Enghlish I explained that big brass shield that he had sat on to wash 
his clothes was a feed-through insulator. 

Weather down south was bad and going to get worse. As I 
handed the latest to the Captain I suggested hiding behind the 
breakwater at Cape Henry. While I don’t remember all his remarks 
they pertained to my sticking to radio and let him run the ship. I 
said I would, but he was to get even later. 

As we proceeded south the summer storm got worse and the 
Captain had me dress in a typical ‘‘sou’wester”’ outfit many times 
too large, and posted me on the port wing of the bridge. He said he 
might need me and the interphone system to the radio room was 
broken. We never had an interphone system. 

Then with the ship rolling and pitching it happened. Trucks in 
the number one and two holds got loose from their chocks and slid 
to port. Several things happened all at once. 

The starboard derrick boom broke loose and wiped out the bow 
railing on its way to the port side. The 55-gallon drums lashed on 
deck broke loose and I had to climb up before I could climb down. 

The Captain called to me to go down to the radio room and call 
C.Q. and see who was close by. I couldn’t see why, with a little more 
offshore wind and a right turn would have put us on Las Olas 
Boulevard. 

A standard oil tanker answered and we figured he could be 
along-side in three days. I told the Captain, but we all get busy. It 
was a wild night. I do not recommend as a pasttime corraling 55- 
gallon drums on the ceck of a ship that was acting like a broncho 
with a rope around its withers. 

The trip around Florida was leisurely, I layed on the hatch cover 
getting sun burn and growing my frist crop of whiskers. 

Far to port old Fort Jefferson looked like a child’s sand castle. 

The crew trolled for barracuda by inserting two lengths of pipe 
into sockets on the stern and the bait looked like greasy white socks 
with a big double hook through them. As soon as a fish was caught 
they were thrown ona hatch cover and the cook went to work. 

I stood a wheel watch, my instructions were, ‘‘turn the wheel the 
way the compass goes to check it.’’ I thought is that all there is to 
steering an ocean liner. After a few hours the Captain invited me to 
look aft at the ships wake. It looked like shot snake. It was a month 
before my wakes were long, almost straight lines. 

I was determined to learn as much as I could. I tried using the 
sextant. The idea is for you to get the horizon, you, the sun and the 
sextant to hold still while you find out what time it is. 

The Captain showed a great deal of reverence for my first 
calculations, we were 50 yards short of the Mormon Tabernacle.

- solutely forbidden and checking in on one another’s nets was 
considered to be almost an invasion of privacy. In Florida, 
members of Army, Navy, and Air Force MARS would visit one 
_another’s meeting during hamfests and discuss informally how 
~ much better it would be for the nation if MARS stations could inter- 


-- communicate freely, the way military-run stations do as a matter . 


of course. (Can you imagine a Navy ship refusing to relay a 
message for an Air Force plane or a land-based Army fighting 
. unit?) 
Florida MARS members periodically requested an inter-service 
communication protocol but for many years received no en- 
couragement. Today, things have lightened up, at least between the 
: Air Force and the Army. Army and USAF Florida MARS stations 
~ have been in informal communication on the air, and now they are 

moving toward shared packet radio and other advanced com- 
- Munications systems. 

Quoting Bill Phifer, AAT4WV, who has been working with Ted 
Huff, AAV4ET on the Army side, ‘‘Our respective MARS chiefs 
have given us the opportunity to work with data communications, 

' networking, digital and analog techniques, which include elec- 
tronic terminal interfacing and other computerized applications to 
communication systems. Some of the applications we have to 
‘invent’ as we proceed with the network. 


“At present we have well over 80 packet stations operative 
within the Army and USAF MARS system in Florida. Our plans call 
for tall towers in 12 to 14 areas of the state. Currently, we have one 
completed in Melbourne and two nearing completion in Stuart and 
the Cape.”’

TO ALL RADIO AMATEURS 

FCC today adopted a report and order in General Docket 87-14, 
the proposal to reallocate the 220-222 MHz band to the land mobile 
service. , 

In balancing the impact on existing users, emergency com- 
munications, and future amateur growth against land mobile 
requirements, the commissioners concluded that the reallocation 
was in the public interest despite overwhelming opposition. 

Wishing to reasure amateurs of its strong support for the ser- 
vice, FCC emphasized that the remaining three MHz of the band, 
222-225 MHz, would be available to amateurs on an exclusive basis, 
thus removing the cloud that has hung over the status of the band 
for many years. 

The effective date of the reallocation will be announced later. 

ARRL continues to oppose the reallocation, and will pursue all 
available means to reverse the commision action.

PACKET — P.B.B.S. 
By Al Vesce, K4CY 

For SYSOP’s only! I sure hope I have the attention of SYSOP’s 
throughout the state today. I’ve had the pleasure of meeting a half- 
‘ dozen or more; in Miami, Tallahassee, and in or around the 
Brooksville and Inverness area. Several have asked what can be 
done when no station that access his PBBS handles NTS traffic. 
Hopefully, no SYSOP would cancel, terminate, or destroy an NTS 
message. If an NTS message is corrupt, mis-addressed, or 
otherwise undeliverable, a SYSOP should not ‘‘kill’’ the message. 
Every message must be honored. If he doesn’t know what ARL 
SIXTY SEVEN is then he should send that message to the nearest 
listed Florida NTS Packeteer who will either clean-up the message 
for onward forwarding or who will himself ‘‘KT’’ the message and 
refile it on a C.W. or voice net. 

However, I do wish to address SYSOP’s this month. I (and 
NTS’rs) throughout the state appreciate the time, effort, and 
money involve din your PBBS. We understand we are riding piggy- 
back on your system and thank you for that fact. You can help us by 
ensuring wide distribution of the helpful information contained in 
NTSOP1 and NTSOP2. 

Many of us are learning the intracacies of computers and 
packet. In order for the NTS aspects of packet to work, we need 
uniformity in formatting our NTS messages in packet. That in- 
formation should be coveyed to all Florida NTS Packeteers. 

But some PBBS’s are immediately renaming those two items 
and (as far as we NTS computer illiterates are concerned) burying 
them in your directory files as NTS/LST or NTS/FMT or something 
else. NTS Packeteers who are looking for the new NTSOP1 may not 
realize it is filed under that name. Many of us don’t know how to use 
the ‘“‘W” or ‘‘D’’ command. And if we do, we may not recognize 
NTS/LST as NTSOP1. 

Every SYSOP that has one or more NTS Packeteers listed at 
their PBBS should ensure the most recent NTSOP1 gets to them, 
even if it means addressing that bulletin as an ‘‘SP”’ to those one or 
two stations on their PBBS. Access to the latest NTSOP1 or latest 
revised NTSOP2 to those individuals will ensure they properly 
format NTS traffic on packet that will minimize any manual 
corrections necessary too that type traffice. 

If you feel you must remove those bulletins and refile them as 
directories or sub-directories, then by all means send a short 
message to those one or two people on your board on how and where 
to find those two documents. You not only will be helping them but 
yourself and other SYSOP’s. Additonally, should a non-Florida NTS 
Packeteer file an NTS message incorrectly on your board, rather 
than telling them how it should be done, direct them to these two 
documents.

MICHIGAN MAN SENTENCED FOR 
ILLEGAL C.B. OPERATION 

According to an FCC Public Notice, Bradford Mithcell, of Niles, 
Michigan, was sentenced to one-year imprisonment for using a 
high-power C.B. transmitter. The one-year sentence was 
suspended except for an incarceration period of 90 days. 

In addition, Mitchell was placed on three year’s probation with 
the special condition that he refrain from possessing or operating a 
radio transmitter. He was fined $1,025 and ordered to forfeit to the 
U.S. Government all C.B. radio equipment that had been seized 
from him by the U.S. Marshall in 1986 and 1987. Mitchell must also 
perform community service as determined by his probation of- 
ficer.

THE NEW AUTO TAG 
PROCEDURE IS NOW IN EFFECT 

The Florida Department of Highway Safety and Motor Vehicles 
has announced a new requirement for auto tag renewals. Under the 
law, which took effect May 1st, renewal applications for a tag or 
decal will be rejected, if the vehicle’s current odometer reading 
isn’t included on the renewal form. 

Since 1984, space has been provided on vehicle registration 
forms for the odometer reading, but such information has not been 
mandatory. 

It now is effective with renewals for owners whose birthdays are 
in May. Those owners should have already received their.renewal 
applications. If they mail in the forms without the mileage 
recorded, the forms will be mailed back. 

In addition to renewals, the odometer reading is also required 
when the original plate and decal are issued, when a plate is 
transferred from one vehicle to another, or when a lost or stolen 
plate is replaced. Any registration that is processed after May Ist, 
whether received in the tag agency by mail, or through walk-in, 
must have the current odometer reading recorded on it. 

This requirement is effective in every county in Florida.

had a five-month old baby with whom to share the space. 


Because of space limitations only Nick and Jerry, RT4UZ were 
at Igor’s. We conversed mostly in English, ‘‘Q”’ codes and prefixes 
when referring to different places. Tanya, Igor’s XYL made some 
snacks and a cake. It was the first decent food we had in Russia. 
Lots of wine and vodka, chases with Pepsi Cola. 

There are lots of club stations. Equipment is expensive and hard 
to get. Technical books are scarce. There aren’t any ham radio 
stores and their currency can’t buy foreign goods. Clubs provide 
social contacts and a source of parts and technical information. 
They use what components they can ‘‘acquire’’ from friends and 
requisition from surplus factory stock. 

Home-brew is the Soviet way. They really have to know their 
stuff, since there isn’t any off-the-shelf equipment or friendly 
technician to help out. 

I tried to talk shop but my hostess made it clear that ham radio 
talk was not to her liking. XYL’s in the USSR have similar feelings 
about ham radio as do many of ours. They hate it, especially 
talking about it during social occasions. The guys spend more time 
on the radio than with XYL and the family. In addition the shack in 
a small apartment takes up storage space and is noisy. I can’t 
blame them! 

The hospitality of the Soviet hams was overwhelming. When it 
was time to leave, they rode the train to our hotel with us. The next 
day Igor, Nick and their XYL’s took the day off from work to take 
us for a walking tour of Kiev. 

RB5JZ drove two hours to come to Yalta to meet us. He came in 
with his charming 10-year-old daughter Paulina and his mother-in- 
law. He took us to a coffee house and then on a boat ride. Stan said 
he would meet us again at the airport to say good-bye. Un- 
fortunately he had to take care of family business the day we left. 

Ham radio in the USSR is used for entertainment, as a medium 
for learning foreign language skills and a way of ‘‘traveling”’ to 
places that are otherwise impossible. It may also serve as a birth 
control method as well as a hobby. 

Glasnost allows many more topics to be discussed on the air 
including home QTH box numbers. Politics and home phone 
numbers are still out. They are still hesitant about asking for 
anything from visitors on the air and would prefer 15 meters when 
talking to friends. Soviet hams do not have to be party members. 
Military personnel must operate only at club stations. The 
minimum age for ‘‘novice’’ class is 16. Full privileges in the other 
classes can be obtained at the age of 18. Skills in C.W. and theory 
are required to move up in license class. I got the impression that 
power measurements permitted higher power operation. Yes, TVI 
is a problem, but putting up antennas on the apartment roof tops is 
not. 

My tour to the USSR was greatly enhanced by the personal 
contacts ham radio offered. I learned that the younger people in the 
USSR are friendly and hospitable. They are much like us in many 
ways, but are faced a more difficult life style, with many social and 
economic problems, and always hunting for that rare D.X. and 
waiting patiently for that QSL card. 

Briefly, Russia was hot, nothing anywhere was air conditioned 
except the hotel’s public areas, the food was indescribable, the 
smog was heavy, the people in Moscow rarely smiled and there 
were lines a block-long for everything. There were mammoth 
buildings and magnificent museums and cathedrals. It was a hard 
trip. It made me really appreciate being in America, in a land of 
freedom and plenty.

pensive radio, he can keep in touch. 

This is not to say that Truk is void of amateur radio. Some 
dedicated and long-term operators live on Moen. Their raised 
three-element beam antennas tower high above the much larger 
number of C.B. ones. 

How many of those now intralled by the simpler style radio will 
progress to ham radio, only time will tell. Truk, even with all of its 
war wrecks, is anything but stagnant and communication is 
playing a more and more important part in the future. Scuba divers 
may continue thinking that all there is to the Truk State in the 
Federated States of Micronesia is a bunch of sunken ships, yet for 
amateur radio operators who have the chance to contact the raised 
antennas of resident Truk hams, they will have opportunity to learn 
about caves and tunnels, birds and bats . . .and much, much more.
